Old fanciers and poultry show 
judges know how. Old college 
professors know how.

Also, a lot of young fanciers 
don’t know how to hold a chicken. 
How do I know they don’t? All I 


have to do is look at the pictures 
in Poultry Press. - i 

Now at 83 years of age I’m not 
going to waste my time teaching 
novice fanciers how to hold a 
chicken. But here’s how to solve 
the problem.'.;',-; . .. 

Poultry show superintendents 
should put on a class on how to 
hold a chicken. Some time during 
each fancier show, a class should 
be held for new fanciers on how to 
hold a chicken. Let one of the 
judges or an older fancier put on 
the class over in one comer of the 
show. Have about 15 or 20 tame 
chickens in cages to practice on. 
Show “students" how to take a 
bird out of the cage. How to hold 
the chicken, how to examine her 
for color, feather defects, etc. 
without breaking any of her 
feathers. Also, how to pass her on 
to another person. Many people 
don’t know how to do this. And 
finally, how to put her back in the 
cage or how to put her back on the 
floor if you’re out in the chicken 
house. Chickens deserve to be 
handled with gentleness and the 
right way. 

(My father taught me how to 
hold a chicken when I was only 
six years old. So teach the 
children too.)

This hit me hard and 
has made me bitter about this 
judge. He hadn’t even looked at 
the bird but had already made up 
his mind that it wasn't what the 
coop card said. It was bad enough 
for him to think the way he did, 
much less make a comment that 
the exhibitor could hear. No 
wonder we don’t have more ex¬ 
hibitors of the rarer breeds and 
varieties. I v/ill never show under 
this judge again even though he is 
an officer of the APA. A poultry 
judge should judge the birds on 
exhibit and not have pre¬ 
conceived ideas about the purity 
or the quality of the birds before 
he has looked at them. 

I would appreciate it if you 
would print this in the “Letters to 
the Editor”. column and I hope 
that the aforementioned judge 
read: this before he has more 
ABA-APA members refusing to 
exhibit at shows where he is judg¬

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WE NEED MORE LOCAL PUBLICITY 

By S. Robert Powell 
Middleburg, PA 17842 

If you didn't read Poultry Press and/or National Poultry News 
or if you weren't on the mailing lists of the poultry organizations in 
your, part of the country or if you were not a member of your local 
poultry club, how would you know about the poultry shows—near and 
far from home—that are coining up in the months ahead? You probably 
wouldn't. 

Suppose, for example, that someone who lives within five miles 
of you were the proud owner of a coop full of quality show birds. 

Suppose that that person has raised poultry for many years and has 
shown them at the local fair but nowhere else. How would that person 
know, if he were not connected to the world of exhibition poultry 
through the national poultry newspapers or through club newsletters 
or through local club meetings, that an open show of a large regional 
poultry club, for example, was holding its annual show at the local 
fairgrounds in the near future? 

He probably wouldn't. And the reason why he wouldn't is because 
there is rarely any publicity in local or regional newspapers or media 
on poultry shows that take place at the local fairgrounds, for example, 
and there is rarely any publicity in local or regional newspapers or 
media on exhibition poultry in general. 

This, of course, is not the fault of the local media, nor is it 
the fault of the local show secretary nor is it the fault of the local 
poultry club. Show secretaries and the active member of the local 
clubs, as we all know, have enough to do to run the shows and keep the 
local clubs vital and strong. 

Whose fault is it that there is rarely any poultry publicity (upcoming 
shows, features on exhibition poultry and/or their owners) in the local 
media? It's your fault and it's my fault and it's the fault of every 
one of us who raises show birds. We are the ones who have to take the 
necessary steps to make sure that that hypothetical person who lives 
five miles from us who is the proud owner of quality show birds, but who 
shows them only at the local fair, knows about the professional world 
of exhibition poultry and about that big club show, with an impressive 
list of state, regional, district and special meets, that will take place 
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at the local fairgrounds in the near future. 

And why should he know about the professional world of exhibition 
poultry? For the very particular reason that he may easily become the 
newest member of the local poultry club and not only strengthen the local 
club by his enthusiasm but also show at all area and regional shows in 
the future. Who knows, he may even decide to specialize in one of the 
rarer breeds or varieties and thus help guarantee its survival. 

There are, I'm sure, many breeders of quality show poultry out 
there who don't even know about the existence of the national poultry 
newspapers or about the many poultry speciality clubs or about the 
regional poultry clubs. There are many people out there who show at 
the local fairs who don't know that they can show their birds at club 
shows. There are many people out there, I'm sure, who don't know how 
to go about entering their birds in a show. 

So what can we do to correct this situation? We have to get 
articles in our local newspapers and media about upcoming poultry shows 
in our area. It is not important that the newspapers in question have 
a large circulation. Small newspapers, in fact, are much better in this 
regard in that they are more willing to publish articles about such 
topics as poultry shows and exhibition poultry. If you are not interested 
in writing an article yourself, contact the local paper or media and 
invite someone from the paper or radio station or television station to 
cover the show. And make sure that they know that the public is invited 
to attend and make sure that they include a statemen-. to that effect in 
any articles or stories. 

In addition, most media have calendars of upcoming events and are 
very willing to list a wide variety of events, including upcoming poultry 
shows, if they are given press releases well in advance of the show 
date. Perhaps a local newspaper can be talked into doing a feature 
article on a well known local poultry fancier and/or his birds. Such 
articles should always contain telephone numbers and/or addresses for 
readers who want more information. 

And don't forget the feed stores. Most of them have bulletin boards 
and they are excellent places to post announcements about exhibition 
poultry. And last, but not least, go out and actively recruit. If you 
are driving by someone's place and you see what seem to be exhibition 
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poultry, stop and introduce yourself and see what happens. At the 
local fair, hang out in the poultry building (most of us do anyway) 
and make sure that anyone who seems at all interested in exhibition 
poultry gets all the information and feed back and encouragement that 
y OU can possibly provide. 

If all of us were to become public relations people for the 
exhibition poultry hobby, we would, I’m sure, begin to see lots of 
new faces at the shows and club meetings (not that there is anything 
wrong with the old familiar faces, not by a long shot). If we were 
all to become public relations people for the exhibition poultry hobby 
it would mean that the shows and meetings would be bigger and better 
and it would mean that the hobby would be stronger both locally and 
nationally. We have everything to gain and nothing to loose. 




DO YOU HAVE AN I.D.?

Most of us faithfully renew our membership in our local poultry 
club every year and dutifully put our new membership card in our wallet, 
throwing away our membership card from the preceding year. Rarely, if 
ever, do we remove our poultry club card from our wallet in the course 
of the year. 

Recently I moved to a new part of the state (PA) and have not yet 
received new checks from the local bank. Recently I went to the local 
feed store of my choice (Rhoads Mills, Inc. , Selinsgrove, PA) and 
purchased poultry feed and supplies. I asked if the feed store would 
take a check, explaining that I was a new resident in the area and 
offering to show my photo I.D. driver's license. 

As I flipped through the I.D. cards in my wallet, looking for 
my driver's license, the man at the counter, who was carefully watching 
me as I did do, spotted my local poultry crub membership card (Central 
Pennsylvania Avian Club). I think he spotted the card because of the 
silhouette of a rooster that appears on the card. He said: " Let me 
see that card."
